March is furnished ty the Washburn 
observatory at Madison, Mercury is an 
evening star and reaches greatest elonga- 
tion east March 8. near which date it 
may be seen on very clear evenings soon 
after sunset nearly above the west point 
of tbo horizon.

When Uuc-le Sam gets his colouia 


civil list made out, there will be mniij 
nice jobs for ardent and iudigeat patri- 
ots. How would .you like to be gov 
eruor of tin island, live iu a century old 
palnco and lord it over luilf a million 
natives, blacK-'or brown? How would 
you like to patronize native dignitaries, 
lead a luxurious tropical existence and 
represent the sovereign authority oC 
the United States at so much per an- 
num? 


Just at present the officers of the 


army and navy are holding- most of 
these posts, but when our colonial 
scheme of government is Cully matur- 
ed most of these uniformed officials 
will give way to citizens who weiir 
statesmen's coats aud are popular with 
the current administration. 


One of the most lucrative offices of 


the lot will be Mutt of civil governor 
of the Philippines. It is probable that 
Judge Taft, who goes there as chaii 
mail of the new commission, will be 
}he first Incumbent. He is to receive a 
salary of $25,000 a year as president of 
the commission, and it is not likely 
that lie will got less when he is ma do 
governor. More than this, he will have 
the old Spanish governor's palace in 
Manila as a place of residence. 


TJndnr the governor will bo secre- 


taries, assistant secretaries, clerks. 
commissioners aud agents. 
Many of 


these will be sent from America. Each 
Island of importance will also liave a 
governor. 
For the island of Cebu a 


military governor has just boon ap- 
pointed. 
He is Major Henry B. Mc- 


Coy of the regular army. Me was for- 
merly colonel of the First Colorado in- 
fantry. United States volunteers. Ma- 
Jor McCoy has, been doing garrison 
•work 
In the 
archipelago for some 


months. 
• 


The governorship of. Porto Rico Is 


another position that will be eagerly 
sought for. It carries a salary of $10.- 
000 a. year. It will.be a presidential

appointment, to be confirmed by the 
senate, aud the term will be four years. 
In addition to liis generous.salary the 
governor of Porto Uico will be allowed 
free use of the imposing- palace at San 
Juan, which city is to be retained as 
the Yankee capital of the island. 


Five $4,000 positions in, Porto Rico 


irill be those of secretary, attorney 
general, auditor, commissioner of the 
Interior and commissioner of educa- 
tion, each appointed by the president 
for four years. 


The next highest salary listed for 


the Porto Kican service is $5,000, to 
be paid to the chief justice of the In- 
sular sup:«uie court, and the same to* 
tlie United States district judge. It is 
further proposed to pay $5,000 a year 
to each of five members of a cominis- 
•ion to be organized for the compilation 
mud revision of the laws of Porto Rico. 


The governor of Hawaii will receive 


$5,000 a year salary, $000 a year for 
stationery, postage and incidentals. $2,- 
000 for his private secretary and the 
further payment of all his traveling 
expenses while absent from Honolulu 
on official business. He will also have 
his office and perhaps his residence In 
the palace occupied by King Kalakau 
«nd later by the ex-queen. 


In addition to the governorship the 


president will appoint a United States 
district judge for the islands, salary 
$0,000; a secretary at $3,000, a mar- 
•ual at $2,000 aud a district attorney at 
?2,000. 


The Philippine service will 
offer 


more numerous and more lucrative po- 
sitions to Americans than either of the 
other territories. Next to that of the 
governorship the highest berths will 
probably bo such presidential appoint- 
ments as the secretaryship, attorney 
generalship, auditorship, treasurershlp 
«nd several comruissiouerships. These 
places, together with the more impor- 
tant judgeships. will probably pay 
something like $5,000 a year. 
» 


In the Stilu group and wild parts of 


the other Islands the governor will ex- 
ert his authority through the sultans 
and hereditary chiefs, as England does 
_ln her African crown colonies. 


Throughout the archipelago there 


must necessarily be au organization 
similar to that of our Indian office for 
educating and 
civilizing these wild 


tribes. As in sonic of our western res- 
ervations, army posts may co-operate 
In this work. 


A similar organization wili probably 


be needed for the care of our semi- 
civilized and savage sult.jects in Ha- 
waii, Tutulla, the Manim islands aud 
Guam. Doubtless In the native schools 
for children1 there will be many excel- 
lent openings for plucky women.
